The Illinois Polled Shorthorn Breeders' Association was 
formed in April, 1937, when a group of leading breeders met at 
Springfield to discuss ways and means for the advancement of 
thevbreed in this state. 

The first officers were Charles H. Nickel, Arenzville, 
president; Carl M. Johnson, DeKalb, vice president, and 5S. 
Roy campson, Petersburg, secretary-treasurer. The follow- 
ing year Carl Johnson was made president and remained presi- 
dent through 1950. Other presidents have been Glen Anderson, 
Paxton, lili, 11051 -1956);) L. Ew Hateh; Urbana, lblai(957c 
1959) and W. A. Warters (1960). There have been just four 
secretary-treasurers in the 24 years, namely, S. Roy Samp- 
Son), MibpRotctacgs, Avon, &. EB. Hateh, Urbanay and Lyle V. 
DeWitt, Decatur. 

Throughout the entire quarter century history of this Asso- 
ciation, the members have functioned in unison and with a 
purpose. That their efforts have been fruitful, there can be no 
doubt since Illinois Polled Shorthorns today are better than ever 
before. 

Although the principal purpose of this Association has been to 
encourage breed improvement within the state, this effort has 
gone hand-in-hand with a marketing program designed to build 
a wider market for all Illinois breeders. That this phase of the 
Illinois Polled Shorthorn Association has been effective is 
apparent in the following figures. 

During the last 24 years, 49 auction sales have been held 
under the auspices of this Association.

H. Nickel, Arenzville, was 
elected president; Carl M. Johnson, 
DeKalb, vice president and S. Roy 
Sampson, Petersburg, secretary- 
treasurer. It is to be hoped that all 
Polled Shorthorn breeders in the state 
will write to the secretary indicating 
their desire to cooperate in the work 
of promoting the breed in Illinois. A 
committee was formed to make plans 
for an auction sale to be held in June, 
the exact time and place to be an- 
nounced later. Polled Shorthorn 
breeders in Illinois or neighboring 
states who are interested in consign- 
ing cattle to this proposed sale should 
write at once to Hal Longley at The 
Shorthorn World office.

First sale held under the Illinois 
State Polled Shorthorn Association 
Illinois State Fairgrounds, Monday, 
June 14, 1937. 


June 25, 


The first annual auction sale held un- 
der the auspices of the newly formed 
Illinois Polled Shorthorn Breeders' 
Ass'n proved to be thoroughly suc - 
cessful. A large crowd gathered at 
the Illinois State Fair Grounds in 
Springfield for this opening event and 
prospective buyers of Polled Short- 
horns seemed plentiful. Some of the 
entries were lacking in flesh and a 
few lacked the quality necessary to 
bring about bidding contests, but there 
was real buying action whenever ani- 
mals of the right type and breeding 
appeared in the ring. The 35 head 
sold for a general average of $132. 64, 
the top price of $305 being paid for 

the roan senior yearling bull Model 
King, a son of Oakwood Regal King 
consigned by Carl M. Johnson of 
DeKalb, Ill. This bull,a smooth, well- 
balanced fellow, made a very fitting 
champion for the show which was held 
during the morning. He was purchased 
by E. C. Ferguson, Marshalltown, 
Iowa. The champion female was the 
summer yearling heifer Sunset Queen 
4th, a very smooth, sweet-headed 


daughter of Ceremonious Renown con- 
signed by Marshal L. Boyle, Henne- 
pin, Ill. In the sale she was purchased 
at $130 by Mrs. Timothy A. Collins 
and she goes to join a very select 
foundation group that is being assem - 
bled on the Collins farm at LaCrosse, 
Ind. The top female of the sale was 
the very choice 4-year-old roan cow 
Lavender Browndale consigned by 

J. H. Nickel & Sons, Arenzville. She 
is a daughter of Highland Leader and 
out of a beautifully bred Lavender 
dam sired by the International grand 
champion Loyal Browndale. Selling 
with a very promising dark roan bull 
calf sired by Sultan Standard at foot, 
she was purchased at $250 by S. J. 
O'Bryan of Chicago for the herd he 

is founding on his Lake Villa, Ill., 
farm.
